Move could pave way for Clinton trip

PYONGYANG, North Korea - 
Hands clasped in historic ^c-eUng. 
Secretary of State Madeleine 
Albright and NorUi Korean leader 
Kim Joi.g II are taking measured 
Steps to mend a relationship rup- 
tured in war and steeped in a half- 
• century of hostility. 

The pair conferred for three 
liours Monday and planned to con- 
tinue their discussions.Tuesday. 

. Albright also paid courtesy calls 
Tuesday on President Kim Yong 
Nam, the ceremonial head of state, 
and the North Korean foreign min- 
ister, Pack Nam Sun. 

In a dinner toast that capiurcci

American forces in Turkey and 
two small Persian Gulf states 
have been placed on a height- 
ened state of alert -because of 
' new "iirdi^tidns~'df”t'errbrisl 
threats in the region, a senior 
defense official said Monday. 

The offidai, who dis c ussed the 
matter on condition of anonymi- 
ty, desoibed the move os precau- 
doRory. 

"The reason it was done was 
the receipt of specific threats 


against U.S. forces in those 
but from sources whose credibili- 
ty is unknown," the official said. 

Figuring in the decision to 
raise the alert level for troops, in 
“those'three’areaswas-thebomb^ 
ing Oct. 12 of the USS Cole, 
which was refaeling in the 
Yemeni port of Aden when an 
explosion tore a hole In its hull. 
Swenteen sailors were killed and 
39 were injured In what U.S. offi- 
cials believe was the work of ter- 
rorists.

As a Department of Water 
Resources official, Tuthill praised 
the court’s work in wading 
through the adjudication. And 
Sen. Laird Noh, R-Kimberly, 
praised Wood’s management of 
the court and lamented his 
removal from the court. 

"A lot of us hoped it would be 
Dan Eismonn who would recuse 
himself from the water court 
cases, but it turned out to other 
way around,*’ Noh said. Noh, who 
is not a member of the budget 
committee, is chairman of the 
Senate Resources and Environ- 
ment^ Affairs Committee and as 
' such has taken an active interest 
in the court’s prtxxedings.

sign," Christensen said in a recent 
interview. “That was basically our 
recommendation - better law 
enforcement of the existing speed 
limits.” 

The posted speed on Highway 
93 from Pole Line Road to the 
Perrine Bridge going north is 45 
mph. The spe^ limit inovoses to 
60 mph at the south end of the 
Perrine Bridge and then decreases 
to 45 mph near the 1-84 inter- 
change. 

From 1-84 south to the Perrine 
Bridge, the speed limit is 60, 
deoeasing to 45 at the south end 
of brid^ and to 35 at the dty limit 
near Canyon Springs Road. 

Most drivers trovel about 50 
mph from the bridge to Pole Line 
Road in both directions, and 
between 55 to 60 from the bridge 
to 1-84, the ITD study shows-. 

The Idaho State Police patrols 
the area north of the Perrine 
Bridge to 1-84. Twin Falls police 
patrols the area from the bridge 
south to Pole line Road. 

The city has the authority to 
change sp>eed limits within city 
limits, but the area from the 
Perrine Brieve to I-84 is under the 
state’s juriscuction. 

And thot has some council 
mcmbe« wondering what step to 
take next. 

“Can we mik to Jerome County ' 
about lowering the speed limit to 
the north of the bridge?” Clow 
asked. 

City officials did not know if 
that vrould be feasible. 

Twin Falls police have cited 


only one person since July in- the 
area between Pole Line Road and 
the Perrine ^dge, said Capt Jim 
Munn. That person was docked 
by radar going 55 mph in a 45 
mph zone on Blue Lakes 
Boulevard North near Canyon 
Springs Road. 

Munn said that traffic is 
enforc^ in that area, but it is not 
a priority zone. 

“We have schools and other 
zones that have priority also," 
Munn said. “And it also depends 
on manpower.” 

Councilman Howard Allen 
agreed t^t other areas take prior- 
ity- 

“I think we should revisit the 
school zone issue. We really need 
to loc^ at the school zone situation 
mor^" Allen said.

Clinton signs bill on dmnk driving standards 


WASHINGTON (AP) - All 
states across the country will soon 
be in line with Idaho in setting a 
tougher drunken driving standard 
• a move proponents hope will pre- 
vent 500 nighway deaths a year. 

l4esld^t Clinton, after a three- 
year struggle with Congress, 
signed a bill Monday requiring 
states to implement a 0.08 percent 
blo^ ol^ol content standard as 
the legal level for drunken driving 
by 2004. Stales that foil to impose 


that standard would begin losing 
millions of dollars a year in feder- 
al higtiway fim^ 

Opponents of the 0.08 standard, 
including the restaurant and alco- 
hol industries, say the measure 
would penalize social drinkers 
while ignoring the bigger problem 
of repeat offenders who drink 
heavily. 

Nineleen states and ihc District 
of Columbia already hove 0.08 
laws, and in Mossachasetts u level 


of 0.08 is considered evidence but 
not proof of Impairment. Thirty- 
one states define drunken driving 
as 0.10 percent blood alcohol con- 
tent. 

“For me this is a very good day 
for the United States," the presi- 
dent said. He said the measure 
was “the biggest step to toughen 
drunk driving laws since the 
national minimum drinking age 
was established a generation 
ago."

In weighing the 
lislu and rewards of unleashing 
President Clinton for the final 
days of the campaign. Gore is 
witstlingwith on issue that 
could Iw decisive in his achingly 
close contest with Texas Gov. 
George W. Bush. 

Wlmtever your partisanship, 
you have to sympathize with the 
dilemma Gore faces as his 12* 
year quest for the presidency 
comes down to its final days. 
Clinton has bceo both a boon 
and a burden to him and 
arguably can save him or sink 
him still. 

The quandary has its roots in 
the historically unique public 
ambivalence about the incum* 
bent president. Hi.s job approval 
is remarkably high and his eco- 
nomic legacy is the single 
strongest asset Gore commands. 
But his personal disapproval 
scores ore also staggering. 

The Gore-Bush race may be 
the closest since 1960, but the 
circumstances this vice presi- 
dent faces are not ot all like 
those confronting Vice President 
Richard Nixon 40 years ago. 

Nixon was widely faulted for 
waiting too long to ask President 
Dwight Eisenhower to take to 
the stump for him, but explained 
in his memoirs that he had

health. Certainly he had no rea- 
son to think Eisenhower’s aid 
would be anything but a boon to 
him as he battled John F.

In states 
like Maine, Wisconsin, Michigan 
and Washington, and even in 
Clinton's and Gore’s home stotes 
of Arkansas and Tennessee, 
Republicans are cxdted by hav- 
ing their nominee on the scene. 

Gore solidified the Democratic 
base at the time of the national 
convention in August, but local 
elected Demoaats will tell you 
there is a difference between 
solidifying the base and encr&z- 
ing it. 

No one can do that better than 
Clinton. TJie best campaigner 
since Reagan, cherished as no 
one else fay African-American 
and Latino constituencies, he 
has shown what a force he can 
be in the cities. 1 watched him 
come into Philadelphia a year 
ago for John Street, who was log- 
ging in his race for mayor. 
Clinton invented virtues for 
Street his own mother never 
imagined and made;, his victo^ 
sound like salvation for the city 
and redemption for the race. 
Street won by two points. 

Nonetheless, Gore hesitates to 
unleash him. A top Gore strate- 
gist told me Sunday, ‘‘The 
activists say you’ve got to do it, 
but if he goes out and makes this 
a Clinton vs. Bush campaign, it 
doesn’t help.” 

Clinton’s personal approval 
score, this official said, is 11 
points negative in Michigan, 
only 2 points positive here in ' 
Washington. 

“Bottom line,” he said, “Bill 
Clinton is not going to be able to 
win this for Al Gore.”

Jerome Democrat takes on Rupert Republican in House race

RUPERT - For a while it 
looked as if legislative District 24 
was going to have Democratic 
challengers running for both of its 
House seats - a rare thing in 
southern Idaho.

His positions on strengthening 
rur^ Idaho’s economic viability - 
and his steadfast supi»rt for the 
agricultural industry in the face 
of growing natxiral resource use 
restrictions and Igbor demands - 
show how his farming roots have 
shaped his outlook in the 
Legislature. 

A fiscal conservative, 
Stevenson thinks os much of the 
state’s $280 million budget sur- 


plus should bo returned to tax- 
payers -but not at the risk of hav- 
ing to raise taxes later. 

"If we’re generating that kind 
of surplus eadi year, we're taxing 
people too much," he said. “But 
we don't want to put ourselves up 
against a wall. If you lower them, 
and then have to raise them 
again, you're better off to have 
never lowered them." 

On some issues, Stevenson has 
nearly libertarian views. 

He advocates the privatizing of 
public schools and doesn’t believe 
in minimum wage lows. 

Snyder, with the exception of 
his views on abortion, sounds 


much like a typical Democrat. 

Snyder wonts the state, at least 
in part, to pony up for safer, more 
leaming-fnendly school buildings 
and he wants to ax Idaho’s 
“supermajority" requirement for 
sdiool bond issues. 

Snyder hopes his candidocy will 
help his party regain its lost com- 
pctilive edge. He said apathy is 
growing among Idaho voters 
-because of the OOP’s current 
dominance. 

He also thinks legislators 
should serve only two terms at 
;he Statchousc.

Officials suspend air search 
for two Arizona flood victims 


PARKER, Ariz. (AP) - Officials 
suspended on air seaiw Monday 
for two people reportedly swept 
away by floodwaters that forced 
hundreds to .flee two western 
Arizona towns. 

Sheriffs spokesman Lc. Steve 
Biro said aerial searchers could 
not confirm wimess reports that 
two men had been carried away 
by the torrent. Further searches, 
this time by. officers on the 
ground, will have to wait until the 
water recces within a few days, 
he said 

“If they’ve been there for two 
days there’s no hope for rescue,’’ 
Biros^d 

Five others, migrant workers, 
also remained unaccounted for 
but officials did not know whe^er 
’ that was related to the flooding, 
said Deputy Karen Harris of the 
La Paz County Sheriff’s 
Deportment. "They could’ve 
hitchhiked home,’’ said Horris. 

Harris said more then 2,000 . 
migrant workers come to pick 
crops in the area around the west- 
ern Arizona town of Wenden, 
where ' miost of the flooding 
occurred. They live where they 
can find room, sometimes pitching 
tents under a bi Idge or even in 
the Centennial Wash, which 
brought much of the flood water 
intotowa

State, attorney continue 
sparring over Troy school 


BOISE (AP)-Thc state and the 
attomety for 15 school districts 
seeldng financial help on their 
building needs are sparring anain 
over what to do about the Troy 
Junior-Senior High School that 
failed a safety evaluation. 

School District' Attorney 
Robert Huntley renewed the pro- 
posal originally made by the state 
last spring to close the school's 
main bulling after on evaluation 
by architects and engineers last 
summer. 

In a response filed last week 
%vith 4th District Judge ‘Deborah 
Bail, Deputy Attorney General 
Michael Gilmore reiterated the 
state's opposition to being 
ordered by the c urt to intervene 
in the Troy problem. 

While it is too late to imple- 
ment the state's original proposal 
to close the building before the 
school year .started and reopen it 
only once it meets safety stan- 
dards. Gilmore said the building 
could be closed at the end of this 
semester. 

But he also told Bail that she 
could take notice of the fact that 
state lawmakers last winter creat- 
ed the Idaho Uniform School 
Building Safety Code Committee 
to de^ witli unsafe schools. 

If she declined to order any 
specific action in connection with 


the Troy school, Gilmore said- 
that committee would continue 
doing its work and eventually 
provide the Division of Building 
Safety and Department of 
Administration with direction to 
require repair or closure of the 
building. If a school district 
ignores the directive, the state 
spools superintendent can with- 
hold state aid payments. 

’ “No further legislation is neces- 
sary for that to happen," Gilmore 
wrote. 

Bail is likely to rule before 
year's end on the school districts’ 
claim that the state has failed to 
fulfill its constitutional responsi- 
bility to assure all students a safe 
environment suitable to learning. 

State lawmakers implemented 
two loan programs last year to 
help districts deal with building 
needs. But critics of those 
schemes maintain that the prob- 
lem has not been .securing money 
to build or repair schools but pay- 
ing that money back because 
property owners refuse to pay the 
additional taxes on their homes 
and land. 

Idaho is the only stale that 
requires both a two-thirds super- 
majority to pass bond issues and 
does r >t provide any direct state 
.support for school building.s. 


Park sees decrease in visitors 


JACKSON, Wyo. (AP) - 
Yellowstone and Grand Teton 
national parks both posted big 
declines in visitors in 
September. 

Although forest fires in the 
region wore burning only in the 
backcountry last month, they 
may have kept some tourists 
away, Yellowstone spokes- 
woman Marsha Karle said. 

“They changed their mind 
about making the trip because of 
the uncertainly.” she said. 

Compared to September 1999, 
Yellowstone posted a 20.5 per- 


cent decline in recreational vis- 
its during September. The park 
recorded 353,728 visil.s last' 
month, and 44.‘>,0S7 in 
September 1999. 

Grand Teton reported a IG 
pcrcc’nt drop from 392,841 in 
September 1999 to 329, 923-last 
month, 

Teton park spoke.swunian 
Joan Anielmo said factors other 
than the fires also may have 
played a role in the decline. For 
example, some tourists may 
have gone to the Olympics in 
Australia, she said.

Gore 
speech 
gets varied 
reactions 

PORTLAND. Ore. (AP) - 
Northwest activists have been 
waiting for A1 Gore to give pro- 
tecting old-growth forests and 
other ecological issues greater 
roles in his campaign. Hu finally 
did so during.a Portland speech - 
but it might not be enough to 
draw voters away from Ralph 
Nader. 

“He (Gore) is a pathological 
liar who will say and do anything 
to get elected,” Tim Hermoch of 
the Native Forest Council said 
Monday. 

But other activists are pleased 
that in his speech Sunday night 
Gore finally acted like the envi- 
ronmemolLst he says he is. 

“I think it wa.s u slum-dunk, Hu 
lut on the rigiit i&sues and he did 
it with a lot of gusto,” said Ken 
Raitt, conservation director for 
the Oregon Natural Resources 
Count^. 

Mainstream linvironmeninlisi 
groups like the Sierra Club have 
endorsed Gore. Seventy-five 
Oregon environmental leaders 
signed a letter endorsing Gore. 

It said that while they wished 
more could have been done in 
the past eight years, the Clinton- 
Gore administration was dealing 
with a Republican Congress tliai 
was hostile to environmental val- 
ues. 

But many ecological activists in 
the Pacific NorUiwest think Uiat 
Gore has betrayed his environ- 
mentalist background by being 
too cozy wth corporate America 
and are bucking Green Party can- 
didate Ralph Nader instead. 

Gore gave a fiery speech in 
Portland Sunday night that was 
clearly aimed at winning over to 
his side those environmentalists 
who support Nader. Gore and 
George W. Bush are in a virtual 
dead heat in Oregon, and could 
conceivably lose this state’s 7 
electoral votes because of 
Nader’s support among environ- 
mentalists. 

“When it comes to the environ- 
ment, I've never given up. I’ve 
never turned buck, and 1 never 
will,” the Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate said before a 
cheering crowd of nearly 4,000 
gathered outside Portland State. 
University. 

Gore said that as president he 
would protect old-growth trees 
and roadless areas and enlist the 
help of science to restore salmon 

While Gore again did not sjxjci- 
fy whether he favors removing 
four hydroelectric dams on the 
lower Snake River to protect 
salmon runs, Raitt said he was 
confident a Gore administration 
“would look hard at this issue” 
from a scientific point of view.

ATLANTA - Beleaguered 
AT&T Corp. this week is widely 
expected to moke a dramatic 
bid to rebound, with thd most 
radical scenario calling for split- 
ting the company into four 
pieces. 

Beset by a plunging stock 
price and the painful slide of its 
long-distance business, AT&T’s 
top executives and board of 
directors met Monday at the 
company’s New Jersey head- 
quarters to ponder a complex 
maneuver that would reverse its 
3-year-old strategy of putting 
pieces together. 

After dumping better than 
$100 billion into the purchase of 
cable companies, AT&T is now 
contemplating a startling divi- 
sion. The idea is to shed the 
albatross of long-distance, allow- 
ing the other pieces of the com- 
pany to grow. Breaking the 
telecommunications giant into 
four separate companies, along 
the lines- of Its current four 
major business divisions, would 
be “an extreme outcome, but 
certainly not on impossible 
one," said analyst Adam 
Q inton of Merrill'Lynch. 

Any spllt-up would have rami- 
fications for Atlanta, AT&T’s 
second-largest site, with more 


than 12,000 employees in more 
than 20 locations, including 
regional headquarters at 1200 
•Peachtree St. 

Of the company’s 13,000 
employees in Georgia, about 
1,900 are in customer services, 
2,600 are in broadband. 3,000 
are in network operations, 4,000 
arc in buancss services and 225 
are in wireless. About 1300 ore 
in various corporate functions. 

But Mb Bell’s presence here is 
in many ways most visible 
among its children. In 1984, a 
consent decree in federal court 
sliced off AT&T's local service 
offerings, creating seven Baby 
Bells, including BellSouth, 
which now has 18,340 cmploy- 
pes in metro Atlanta. In 1996, 
AT&T voluntarily shed Lucent • 
Technologies and NCR, both of 
which have large and growing 
operations in this area. 

Company officials Monday 
were not speaking for the 
record. However, various 
options are still in play, and the 
company has announced no for- 
mal decisions. 

The most vivid speculation 
centers on a plan to create four 
units with various levels of inde- 
pendence. but all using the 
AT&T name:

NEW YORK -The trick in get- 
ting the economy to cool down is 
to convince consumers to save 
nitlter than spend, even as they 
are offered fistfuls of cash wiilt- 
out so much as asking. 

It isn’t the only financial 
enticement offered. Below cost 
loans and rebates from automo- 
tive companies, no-cush down 
terms, no interest payments for a 
year, bonuses to repeat cus- 
tomers, two-for-one siiles. 

This is the age of genius mar- 
keting, u time of financial cre- 
ativity where everything seems 
to be on terms that make it hard 
to say no. And not all the lures 
are financial; this-i«*a time of 
perpetual advertising too. 

In dealing with the task of 
keeping the economy on a track 
that avoids extremes of mflution 
and rcccs.sion. modern financial 
society may be a challenge the 
Federal Reser.-e isn’t fully quali- 
fied t«> Itandic. 

Consumer credit in September 
soared by $13.4 billion in August, 
a 10.9 percent annual rate that 
startled those who anulyae sucl» 
numbers, many of whom had 
expected the t«»tal to be almost 
$3 billion less. 


As expected, most of the louU 
was through the use of credit 
cartLs, wliich continue to be pro- 
moted as the smart way to go, 
and in fact have become necessi- 
ties in transactions conditcted 
over the Internet. 

To say that money is offered 
unsolicited to individuals is not 
an exaggeration, as can be attest- 
ed to by consumers who receive 
bunk checks in the mail, the 
■ cashing of which uutomutically 
opens a credit account. 

Most other people regularly 
receive sollcitutions, many of 
which offer initially low rates to 
attract users. In fact, a marketing 
research firm estimates that con- 
sumers were immdated with 992 
million solicitations in just the 
April-June period, the greatest 
volume in more than a decade. 
While the same company. 
BAlClobul Inc. reiwncd that the 
response rate was just one in 
250, it doesn’t necessarily mdi- 
cate that interest in curds is wan- 
ing. Most people already have at 
ieiisi one actively used curd. 

'* Ue.sides. other stmrees of funds 
are available. The unemploy- 
ment rate is d«>wn »i 3,9 percent 
of the work force, perhaps about 
as low as it i t likely to go. If pay- 
checks aren't .sufficient, they 
already have fallback credit. 


Buying a car was never easier. 
Thanks to the mnrkedng genius 
of makers and financial innova- 
tion, including low or even no 
down-payment leases, the roads 
were never more clogged with 
the very latest models. 

The ability of manufacturers 
to produce more than 17 million 
cars and light trucks a year could 
never been accomplished witlt- 
out the heavy and sometimes 
total use of credit, and easy cred- 
it at that. 

Neither could new and used 
hom«-s be sold in such volume. 
New-home sales in August were 
at a rate of ,893,000 a year, and 
sales of existing homes soared to 
an annual rate of S.27 million 
units. 

No wonder; credit plays a dual 
role as cau.se and effect. Families 
buy homes on easy credit terms, 
and as they pay down the mort- 
gage and housing prices rise lltey 
Itave a new. easily-tapped source 
of credit in the e<iuity.

Reports: Minnesota gets^our years’ probation 


MINNEAPOLIS (AP) - The 
NCAA has pul the University of 
Minnesota men's basketball pro- 
gram on probation for four years 
and cut on additional scholai^p 
as penalties for academic fraud in 
the program, according to reports. 

The Gophtrs will not be banned 
from another year of postseason 
play, the reports said. In what 
appears to be a victory for the uni- 
versity, the NCAA infractions com- 
mittee imposed little more punish- 
ment than what already had been 
s^-imposed by the school, it was 
report^ Monday ni^t by the Star 
Tribune and Saint Paul Pioneer 
Press. 

The NCAA commended 
Minnesota for its investigation and 
.comprehensive self-punishment, 
which included on offer to repay 


90 percent of its money for playing 
in the 1994, 1995 and 1997 NCAA 
basketb^ tournaments, according 
to the reports.. 

But the NCAA ordered 
that team records from 
the NCAA tournament 
and National Invitation 
Tournament - and the 
tournament records of 
players engaged in acade- 
mic h^ud from the 1993- 
94 season through 1998-99 - be 
vacated- That includes the Final 
Four season of 1997, the Star 
Tribune reported. 

Former coach Clem Haskins' 
record will also be stripped of 
those tournament victories and 
any mention of the Final Four 
appearance, the only one in school 
history. 



The NCAA Infractions 
Committee's report found that Jan 
Gongclhoff, a former office manag- 
er in the university's 'academic 
counseling unit, com- 
pleted coursework for 
at least 18 basketball 
players — and that for- 
mer academic adviser 
Alonta Newby arranged 
the work with Haskins’ 
knowledge, the Star 
Tribune and Pioneer Press both 
reported. 

"The violadons were significant, 
widespread and intentional,'* the 
NCAA ruled, according to the Scar 
Tribune. “More than that, their 
nature - academic fraud - imdcr- 
mined the bedrock foundation of a 
universicy and the operation of its 
intercoU^atc achlcdcs program.** 


Mark Rotenberg. the universi- 
ty's general counsel, declined 
Monday night to respond to the 
NCAA’s assertions, which were to 
be formally rccciv^ by the school 
Tucsity. 

The scandal broke in March 
1999 when Gangelhoff came for- 
ward to say she had written more 
than 400 papers for as many as 20 
basketball players between 1993 
and 1998. 

Mirmesota offldols highlighted 
the self-sanctions in April at a 
hearing before the NCAA 
Infracdorts Committee, and point- 
ed out that ties had been sewed 
to most of the people most doscly 
iirtked to the scandal Ihat indud- 
cd Haskins, who accepted a $1.5 
million buyout about five months 
after story broke.

Leipold was the third gold 
medalist from the Sydney Games 
to be disqualified b^usc of the 
use of pcrformanco-cnhancing 
drugs.

"That was a very dark period 
in my life," said the blond-haired 
Torres, who cut a lanky figure 
Monday in her black pullover 
and powder blue jeans. “I was 
moody. I wasn’t myself. It affect- 
ed my swimming, too, because I 
didn't hove any energy. I only 
won silver and bronze at the 1988 
Olympics. My times were way 
off.” 

Torres, the first American 
swimmer to compete in four 
Olympics, made the rounds talk- 
ing about her Olympic experi- 
ences Monday while in Sun 
Valley visiting her parents. She 
handed out souvenir Olympic 
pins to elementary-aged children 
at the Community School, and 
awed preschoolers with her 
rp »»Hnt<. And she shared some of- 
the lessons she’d learned .with 
parents of Community School stu- 
dents. 

“Kids often don’t pay attention 
whcii people talk about certain 
t hing*, " she said. “But they listen 
if you're an Olympic medidist It 
gives me a chtmee to talk about 
issues l^e eating disorders." 

Torres told older students at 
the scluxd what it tras like to live 
in a mile-long Olympic ViUage. 


She described her nighttiiare 
about trying m sandwich an 
awards ceremony between swim- 
ming competitions and how she 
was awestruck by being around 
athletes such as Michael Jordan 
and gymnast Mary Lou Rettonat 
her first Olympics that she forgot 
she was one of them. 

Torres, who won her first 
Olympic gold medal at age 17 at 
the 1984 Los Angeles Olympics, 
made an unprecedented come- 
back for the recently concluded 
Olympics in Sydney. Australia 
after sitting out the Atlanta 
Games. 

To compete in Sydney, Torres 
left behind a multi-facctcd 
career. She was an assistant pro- 
ducer for NBC Sports and a 
model who had appeared in Tae- 
bo commercials, only to be told 
by a coach that, “Wc don’t swim 
that way, anymore.” At 33, she

was considered washed up. And 
she wos intimidated comparing 
her skinny body with the big, 
muscular bodies of the latest gen- 
eration of swimmers. 

Despite it all. Torres began 
swimming her best-ever times 
using the new strokes. She was 
getting a lot of media attention 
for her comeback attempt. Includ- 
ing a cover story in USA Today. 

Then, a USA Today columnist 
speculated that Torres was using 
drugs because she had packed on 
25 pounds of muscle after switch- 
ing from a high-carbohydrate to a 
high-protcin diet. 

“I was terrified everybody 
would think I was doing drugs," 
said. “But the coach told m^ 
'Your friends and the people who 
' work with you know you’ve done 


everything the right way, that has 
to be satisfying to you."' 

Torres, who was called “Mom" 
by some of the younger athletes 
at this year’s Olympics, ran up 
against another roadblock en 
route to the gold when she slept 
on her shoulder wrong and then 
hurt it throwing souvenir shirts 
into the stands. 

Tbe'U.S. team doaor injected 
so.much pain-numbing medica- 
tion into the shoulder that her 
arm was like dead weight, Torres 
said. But she smiled qnd cried her 
way through it. Five boxes of 
ideenex later, and on the finiU 
day of the swimming competi- 
tion, she said she had the most 
incredible swim of her life - a 
record-setting split time and 
another gold medd.

Flareup still big

NEW YORK (AP) - Once 
Mike Piazza called Roger 
Clemens “unstable” ajld base- 
ball began an invcstijjoiion, it 
was clear where this day was 
headed. 

So on a ’travel day that 
required no travel, there was 
only one topic at Shea Stadium 
and both teams agreed: The 
image of Clemens throwing the 
jagged barrel of Piazza’s bat was 
sure to be the lasting image of 
this World Scries. 

“This is definitely going to be 
torture if you have to watcli that 
time and time again,” New York 
Yankees manager Joe Torre said 
Monday. 

“If the Mets win, I think 
they’re going to use that as a 
motivation for coming back and 
beating us. ... And if we win, it’s 
still going to be a major part of 
it,” he sqid.' 

Said Piazza: “This is a situa- 
tion that has taken prominence 
over the ballgame, which is 
unfortunate. But that’s the way 
it is.” 

The Yankees lead 2-0 in the 
Subway Series, with Game 3 
today. Orlando Hernandez, 8-0 
lifetime in the postseason, pitch- 
es against the Mets’ Rick Ree^ 

.Torre made two lineup 
announcements, both which 
normally would attract a lot of 
attention. 

With no DH to Work with, he 
said Jose Vizcaino would start at 
second base in Game 3, leaving 
■ Chuck Knoblauch on the bench. 
Torre also said Denny Neagle 
would pitch Game 4, rather than 
David Cone. 

Instead, all the talk concerned 
Clemens throwing a chunk of 
Piazza’s shattered bat within two 
feet of the Mets star In the first 
inning, causing the benches to 
empty in Sunday night’s 6-5 win 
by the Yankees. 

Clemens claimed the whole 
thing was accidental, and that 
he was merely being emotional. 

“This is the World Series, It 
shouldn’t overshadow what 
we’re trying to do,” Clemens 
said. 'Tve done that before - 


I’ve thrown the bat at the bat- - 
boy.” 

“There’s no iment there,” he 
repeated, ^or about the hun- 
dredth time. “I wish it had been 
Mike Bordick’s bat. The only 
thing strange was that it was 
I^kc (Piazza).” 

The Mels were still seething at 
Clemens, having seen him bean 
Piazza on July 8 at«Yankee 
Stadium. 

Mets DH Lenny Harris said he 
spent the rest of Sunday night’s 
game “trying to hit a ball right 
off his forehead.” 

A day Inter, Piazza seemed 
uncertain what to think. 

“He seemed extremely apolo- 
getic and unsure and confused 
and unstable,” he said. 

Torre said he had no problem 
with baseball investigating. 

“I welcome that. I mean, I do. 

I talked to Frank Robinson this 
morning,” he said. “He asked 
me what I thought and what I 
saw and what I felt. I think to be 
thorough about it, that’s proba- 
.•bly the riglil thing.” - 

Torre sharply backed 
Clemens' version late Sunday 
night that the incident was not 
intentional. The manager said ho 
needed his wife to calm him 
down later at dinner. 

Given a day to think about it,- 
Torre did not change his stance, 
though he said he could see why 
the Mets were angry. 

“I can understand their com- 
ments,” he said. “Understand 
that Roger is wearing our uni- 
form, and we’re going to go over- 
board to back him, not necessar- 
ily agreeing with everything that 
happens, OK? 

“I don’t condone what he did. 
But again, I sdll hold to the fact 
that he didn’t throw it at him, 
OK?” he said. 

No surprise, with the 
Clemens-Piazza flareup becom- 
ing the talk of the town, Mayor 
■Rudolph Giuliani even 
addressed the issue. Being a 
lifelong Yankees fan, he reac- 
tion was predictable. 

“I can't imagine he would 
throw at him, otherwise, he 
would ... get himself thrown out ’ 
of one of the most important 
games of his career,” Giuliani 
said. 


Mets try to regroup at home after slow start Series

NEW YORK (AP) - The New 
York Mots began preparing for 
Game 3 of the World Series while 
still dwelling on the first two 
games. 

They talked about bad breaks, 
their own blunders, and a shat- 
tered bat that Roger Clemens 
threw in the direction of Mike 
Piazza. 

But that won’t change the 0-2 
deficit they face against the New 
York Yankees in the best-of- 
.wen series. 

“A lot of teams that lose think 
they got the bad end of the 
breaks,” first baseman Todd 
Zeile said Monday. “That’s a 
loser’s mentality. You moke your 
own breaks. That’s what the 
Yankees do and that’s why 
they’ve won 14 straight World 
. ^rics gomes. It’s not aU luck.” 

Although, the Mets will proba- 
bly need some of it to win four 6f 
the next five games against the 
two-time defending World Series 
champions, starting with Tuesday 
night’s Game 3. 

The Yankees have not only 
won the record 14 straight World 
Series games, but have won 27 of 
their last 32 postseason games. 

“I don’t believe anybody in 
here is giring up,” said outfielder 
Jay Payton, whose threc-rin 
iiomer in- the.nintli inning off 
Mariano Rivera brought the Mets 
within one run Sunday night. 

“We’re down 2-0, but we’re 
back al home.” 

That might' be Uie best news of, 
all for the Mets. They went 5S-25 
al Shea Stadium this season - the 
best home record in baseball - 
and have won eight of 10 at home 
the past two postseasons. 


They need to win at least two 
of three games at Shea to send 
the Series back to Yankee 
Stadium and a Game 6 rematch 
against Clemens. 

“He’s not going to be pitch- 
ing," reliever John Franco said 
of Clemens, Public Enemy No. 1 
in the Mets clubhouse. have 
to forget about that. It’s over 
with, "niere’s nothing we can do 
about it. We have to go out and 
hit, pitch and play the type of 
game that got us to the-World 
Series." 

First, they hove to harness 
their anger. They hadn’t quite 
done that when they arrived at 
the ballpark for Monday’s work- 
out.
